A record heat wave blanketed 
most of the nation for the third

peratures across the eastern half 
of the nation.

$6,800,000 Turnpike 


Payments Approved 


HARRISBURG 'I P > -A Pennsyl- 
vania Turnpike engineer testified 
in the turnpike conspiracy trial 
today he approved payments of 
about $6,800,000 to the Manu-Mine 
Research and Development Corp., 
despite reports of his staff which 
showed less work actually done 
than claimed by the firm.
